The Klplit near I/eesTmrg-- Two Bat- 
tles Instead of One—Interest lug Par- 


The following letter in the Philadelphia 


Press gives a clearer acconnt of the recent 
battle near Leesburg, in which Col. Bnker 
was killed, than any other we have seen. 
It [also differs considerably from previous 
accounts, and explains some telegrams 
which it was impoosible to understand. 
There were two battles instead of one.— 
Gen. 
Banks' division to the number of 


20,000 were thrown, across the Potomac at 
Kdward's Ferrv at one time. Col. Baker 
crossed at Conrad's Ferry five miles above. 
It also appears that the latter was not 
mounted on a splendid charger and dressed 
in full uniform at the time he was killed, 
but was dressed plainly and was on foot:

It was impossible to scud reinforce- 
lents ; and, though our men fought with 
esperate bravery, and numbers on the

is death caused one column to fall back 
i dismay. When the rebels advanced the 
jderal forces charged savagely to obtain 
ol. Baker's body. After a desperate light 
ley succeeded in obtaining it. 
At sundown thefcderal forces commenced 


etreatiug, followed by large bodies of the 
;bels. 
.In recrossiug the river many were 


owned, itbeiiig almost impossible to man- 
ge the unwieldy boats.

The battle was not so disastrous as we 
ight be led to suppose. We have not, 
vidently, lost more than four hundred in 


killed, wounded and missing. 
When the

official reports to the department reach yon, j 
this will probably be verified. Those who 
; 


were present at tha engagement say that 
our men resisted the enemy with heroic 
bravery, and were overcome at last only by 
tbs overwhelming power of n' force vastly 
superior in numbers. They (band the ene- 
my rushing upon them from three sides ot 
the field, and pouring a constant fire upon 
them from each direction. This fact is 
corroborated by an examination of the 
body of the gallant Col. Baker, which show- 
ed two perforations in the forehead and one 
in the breast, while another was discovered 
in the_side, from a bullet that passed in by 
the side of one arm, and cume out under 
the. other. There is no doubt of the indi- 
vidual bravery of each soldier in the ranks 
of Col. Baker, while he, the bravest of the 
brave, was at their head.

EniTOKa • — Have the soldiers 


it. 
1 re the right to vote at the election to be 
ield in this city on next Tuesday? seeing 
to be the question in the minds of many at 
/resent, and as it is u question of consider 
able importence to our citi/ens at this time, 
t is eminently just that the public should 
lave a correct answer, whether it is to be 
mind in the following or not. 


Here are some of the provisions of law 


on the subject, premising, however, that so 
"ar as the volunteers in our state are con- 
?erned, and their right to- vote, they are 
governed by the same laws by which the 
-est of our community are governed. Re- 
vised Statutes of Wisconsin of 18f>S, Chap. 
7, Sec. 30 : 


The inspectors of election i'» determinituj 


the residence of a person o(Jeiinijlo tote, 
shall be yoverned fit/ the fttlltnriHy rules, as 
:ar as they may bo applicable : 


" J^rst. That place .shall bo considered 


and held to be the residence of a person, 
u which his habitation is fixed, without 
any present intention of removing there- 
rom, and to which whenever he is absent 
ic has tho intention of returning. 


Second. A person shall not be consider- 


d or held to hnvo lost his residence, who 


shall leave his- home mid go into another 
state, or coun y, town, or ward of this state, 
"or temporary purposes merely, with an in 
.ention of retiming. 


Third. A person shall not bo considered 


to have gained a residence in any county, 
town, or ward of this state into which he 
shall have come for temporary purposes 
merely. 


, The place where a married man's 


'amily resides shall generally ba considered 
and held to be bin icsideiuc ; but it it H t\ 
alace of temporary establishment lur his 
"amily or for transient objects, it shall be 
otherwise. 


Htyhth. The mete intention to acquire a 


new residence without tbe fact of removal, 
shall avail nothing, ncithei shall the tint ol 
removal without the intention.'' 


As to those soldiers who enlisted from 


.hi.s city, and who iinmeduiteU pimr to 
their enlistment hod their " habitation li> 
od " in this pltite, " without an\ present in 
tntion of removing thcrvfiom," '' und to 
which whenever absent they have the in- 
tention of returning,' there eiw be no ques 
tion about their tight to vote. 
But us to 


those who havo come lo this city for the 
Hole purpose of enlisting, and as to those 
who have come fiom different pot lions of 
the county, and fiom an adjoining county, 
n companies or in pirts of compilings, for 
the purpose of going into t\imp Treilwuy, 
the case is very diuVieiit, anil the position 
^'conclusive frum theiil>ovu provisiuns thut 
they have no right to vote in this (it) at 
our coming election, as they arc here " lor 
temporary purposes inerelv." 


It is conceded b) some that soldiers lieu1, 


who are inauied men, and have their laini 


tiis in other purts of the county, or in ad- 
joining counties, have no right to vote in 
this city, but it ia claimed that soldiers here, 
who arc single uu'n, and who him1 come 
from out of the city, acquire a ri-si'lciice 
tiere by merely remaining in cani|>. 
In or 


der to discover the fallacy of this position, 
it is only necessary to refer to the nbow 
provisions of thn ktatute which fix ami de- 
termine what toiiititutes the residence of 
u person, be he 'inglo or married. 
His 


residence is the place " in which his habi- 
tation is fixed, without any present inten- 
tion ol removing therefrom, and to witirh 
whenever he is .absent he bus the intention 
of returning." 


Will any one contend that tho unman it'll 


soldiers, reude/vousing in this city, Lave no 
" present intention of removing therefrom?" 
or that they have an "intention" when 
they whall have gone to the war, and com- 
pleted their term of service, "to retuin" to 
Camp Tredway und the different armories 
in this city ? 
Again, the above statutes 


provide that no person can gain it residence 
in this city who is here 'for temporary purpo- 
ses merely." 
Now will tuiv one cluim that 


such soldiers are not heiu " for temporary 
purposes merely?'' 
The soldiei's home is 


with bis family or fnetids, alas! too often 
on the battle field, but never in the recruit 
ing office or camp. 


If the person offering to vote is chal- 


lenged on the ground that he is not u rest 
dent of the ward in which he offers lo vote, 


OHO of the inspeelois leiideis to ->uch per- 
son the following first oatl. or titlirmation . 
dec. 3 f, same chap. : "Von do ivveut (or 
tttlinn) that you will f u l l nnd tml\ imswtr 
all sn< h ijiteitioin us .shall be put to you 
toiiLlung your place ol residence and qual 
ideation as an ele<*or ol this election," nf 
ter which thu iu.ipci tors,oi any out: ot them, 
shall put to sin h peison f'nn t n i i u n r u l u l 
question, and by the same HI i lion the in- 
spectors have the rir4it and ami I'A//«//;I«/ 
all othet ijuealiimv to the pi i->on ihallengeil 
under the head aforesaid," namely, whether 
or not he i.s or nut a resident of at id ward, 
iu inuy be necf,\<i>y to (t.it hiit qualifi! atnni 
us an ilt<ti» at thai iltilum; and one of the 
four enumerated questions i.s, " l'nl you 
come here for a tempoiaiy purpose meiely, 
or for tho purpose ol making it yout home'/' 
Section 'Id ol same chap, reads ns tollows:' 
" If the challenge be not withdrawn after 
the penon ollering to vote shall have an- 
swered the question* as*afore3aid,one of the 
inspectors shall tender lo liitn the following 
ottlh," in which he is required tosvv« nrthat 
he is twenty one years) of ago, that he is a 
citizen of the United Stales, or has deelar 
ed his intention to become .such, that he 
has resided in the state one year neU pre- 
ceding the elei'lion, that he u now a i evi- 
dent of the tetiid, (under iho above defini- 
tion,) etc., etc. 


Now it is said by some, and w'io have an 


interest to .subserve, il the person offering 
to vote gives such answers to the questions 
propounded to him under the iirU oath, 
as shall at ouce convince the inspcctois that 
he is entirely unqualified to vote, they arc, 
nevertbeK'Ss.bound to administer the second 
oath, if he is willing to take it, and if such 
person takes it, /m ti>!e nniit be reu'iml, 
and the remedy is to get him indicted for 
perjury. 
If thin bt> liue, wheucu the neces- 


sity of the liiat imlh V Whence the neees 
sity of putting atiy questions to the peison 
offering to vote ? 
Whence the necessity of 


having the above ru'es to " i/ocetn the in 
speitor of electinn in dttcimiiiinif the ten 
deuce of a /)«•/.«>« o(f'e> tuy to role*" when 
the inspector;) have no discretion so kmgaa 


the person offering to vote mcrdy answers 
the questioiiH,it being immaterial what kind 
of answers are given, and merely taken the 
oath'/ 
Why not administer tha second 


oath at once, aa it contains all the qualifi- 
cations of a voter, and the inspectors are 
not bound to enlighten the person desiring 
to vote as to what constitutes a residence. 
This position makes the whole proceedings 
down to the taking of the second uath a 
mere farce, except where the person offer- 
ing to vote refuses to answer any question 
relevant to his qualification, and gives the 
inspectors no power whatever in determin- 
ing the residence of such person ; and tho' 
there is no express late pro nor con upon the 
subject, yet it is very clear that it was the 
intention of the legislature to make the in- 
spectors for the time being, jitdyet of the 
election, and that after having tendered the 
first oath, and put the usual questions 
which follow, and having tendered the sec- 
ond oath, and becoraa convinced that the 
person offering to vote is unqualified to 
vote, they can refuse to recognise him as a 
rightful voter, and reject his vote. 


While there are some provisions of law 


indicating that tho inspectors must receive 
the volt', if tho person offering to vote shall 
have taken the second oath, though they 
believe such person to be unqualified to 
vote, 
there are other provisions of law 


leaving the matter in great doubt ; but the 
subject is settled beyond any question by 
the law piescnbing tho duties of inspectors 
of election, and the penalties tin the non- 
performance of those duties. In nee. 4'J of 
chap. Hi!) of thu Knvised Statutes maj be 
found the following language: " If any in- 
spector shall knouingl} receive or SHiution 
the reception of a vote from an\ person not 
having all the qualifications of mi electoi, 
* 
* 
* 
* he shall, on convic- 


tion thereof, be imprisoned in the state 
prison, ami kept at Laid laboi, not tnon- 
than five ye.nn nor less than oiw veur, or 
be lined in any mini not exceeding live hun 
died dollais 1101 less than one hundnnl dul 
lais." Now, the inspectors, ufteijlmviug ad- 
ministered the two oaths, and examined 
prcpetly the person offering to vole, and 
become convinced fiom thejrtiis"'ers ofsiiih 
peison that he is unqualified to vote, are 
bound to rejei I hu vote, or rendei them- 
selves liable to the above penally. 
Whilo 


foi refusing lo take such vole, under such 
ein umstauces, ihiru is no penally in tho 
law whatever. 
The onl) safe course, then, 


for the inspectors to puriiie is, to reject all 
ballots when they are convinced that the 


PCISOIH oflering to vote them arc unquali 
lied to vote. 


Suih H the practice, and any other con 


sttuetion than this is inconsistent with the 
provisions of law, justice, reason and loin- 
mon sense. 
Nor is n single soldier lo be 


deprive*' if his vote. 
They of all others 


should havo tho right lo vote. 
Kverj 


one of them tan voto by going back 
to hi.s residence which ha had at the 
time of enlisting, and which he can re- 
tain until the end of the war, nnd which is 
settled by sec. t of article 3 of the constitu 
tion of Wisconsin, which section reads a.s 
follows : " No person shall bo deemed to 
have lost his residence in this Hint'1 by reu 
sou of liih absence on (Jiimnossofthe United 
Stales, or of this state," 


The penalty for voting in a ward in 


which one is not a resident is imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding si\ months' 
and the penalty for procuring, aiding, us 
si sting, counseling or advising another to 
give such vote, n a fine not-exceeding five 
hundred dollars, and •mprisonment in the 
comity jail not exceeding six months. The 
penalty for perjury u. election.) is imprison 
limit in the stale prison not more than five 
years nor less than two years. 
Some sol- 


diers have the belief that while they are in 
the inilitaty service, they aie without, be 
yond and abovo all law, except 
military 


law. This is a serious mistake. They an- 
just as liable to prosecution for a viulalioii 
of the laws of the state, nnd just as anipiia 
ble to those lawn, as any other class of per- 
sons in our community. 


In reply to tho constitutional argument of 


those who aie opp >sed to all law when it is 
against their own interest, and whoHn-i on 
tiuuall) hid and lost within tin- constitution, 
that the above piovisions ii-gubtting the res- 
ult-in** of voters, are inconsistent \vith tin* 
iiinstitutiou, I would say that these pro vis 
urns aio the law of our state, and will le 
main so until they are decided to be uncoil 
stitutional by the supreme court of Wiicon 


M I I I ; llmt tin inspectors are to be govotncd 
hv them, havo no diseietiou in thu in niter 
as lo tbeii onstiltitionahty, and for a wil- 
ful violation of them would render them 
selves liable to the severest penalties of the 
law. 


Foi one, 1 am decidedly and strenuously 


opposed to all persons voting in the city ol 
.Ittnesville at our coming election, whose 
'• habitation ij not fixed" in this city, and 
"who have u present intention of lemoving 
therefiom/' and who are "hero lor tem- 
porary purposes merely," believing that the 
people of .lancsville are capable of doing 
their own voting. 
The penalties for illegal 


voting, or peijury, are heavy. The safety in 
a free government consists in tho purity of 
the ballot bo\, and this community will 
not permit its de.se :ration with impunity.

The Right of Soldiers to Vote. 


MESSRS. EDITORS:—Have the soldiers 


here the right to vote at the election to be 
held in this city on next Tuesday ? seems 
to be the question in the minds of many at 
present, and as it is a question of consider- 
able importence to our citizens at this time, 
it is eminently just that the public should 
have a correct answer, whether it is to be 
found in the following or not. 


Here are some of the provisions of law 


on the subject, premising, however, that so 
far as the volunteers iu our state are con- 
cerned, and their right to- vote, they are 
governed by the same laws by which the 
rest of our community are governed. Re- 
vised Statutes of Wisconsin of 1858, Chap. 
7, Sec. 30: 


The inspectors of election in determining 


the residence of a person offering to vote, 
shall be governed by the following rules, as 
far as they may be applicable : 
" First. That place shall be considered 


and held to be the residence of a person, 
in which his habitation is fixed, without 
any present intention of removing there- 
from, and to which whenever he is absent 
he has tha intention of returning. 


Second. A person shall not be consider- 


ed or held to have lost his residence, who 
shall leave his. home and go into another 
state, or county, town, or ward of this state, 
for temporary purposes merely, with an in 
tention of returning. 


Third. A person shall not be considered 


to have gained a residence in any county, 
town, or ward of this state into which he 
shall have come for temporary purposes 
merely. 


Sixth, The place where a married man's 


family resides shall generally be considered 
and held to be hia residence ; but if it is a 
place of temporary establishment for bis 
family or for transient objects, it shall be 
otherwise. 


Eighth. The mere intention r,o acquire a 


new residence without the fact of removal, 
shall avail nothing, neither shall the fact of 
removal without the intention." 


As to those soldiers who enlisted from 


this city, and who immediately prior to 
their enlistment had their " habitation fix- 
ed " iu this place, " without any present in- 
tention of removing therefrom," '' aud to 
wliich whenever absent they have the in- 
tention of returning," there can be no ques- 
tion about their right to vote. 
But as to 


those who have come to this city for the 
sole purpose of enlisting, and as to those 
who have cotue from different portions of 
the county, and from an adjoining county, 
iu companies or in parts of companies, for 
the purpose of going into Camp Tredway, 
the case is very different, and the position 
is'couclusive from the above provisions that 
they have no right to vote iu this city ut 
our coming election, as they are here " for 
temporary purposes merely." 


It is conceded by some that soldiers here, 


who are married men, and have their fami- 
lies in other parts of the county, or in ad- 
joining counties, have no right to vote in 
this city, but it is claimed that soldiers here, 
who are single men, and who have come 
from out of the city, acquire a residence 
here by merely remaining in camp. 
Ju or- 


der to discover the fallacy of this position, 
it is only necessary to refer to the above 
provisions of the statute which fix and de- 
termine what constitutes the residence of 
a person, be he single or married. His 
residence is the place " in which his habi- 
tation is fixed, without any present inten- 
tion of removing therefrom, and to which 
whenever he is.absent he has the intention 
of returning.'' 


Will any one contend that the unmarried 


soldiers, rendezvousing in this city, have no 
" present intention of removing therefrom?" 
or that they ha1.i; an "intention" when 
they shall have gone to the war, and com- 
pleted their term of service, "to return" to 
Camp Tredway and the different armories 
iu this city? 
Again, the above statutes 


provide that no person can gain a residence 
in this city who is here 'for temporary purpo- 
ses merely." 
Now will auy one claim that 


such soldiers are not here "for temporary 
purposes merely?" 
The soldier's home is 


with his family or friends, alas ! too often 
on the battle field, but never in the recruit- 
ing office or camp. 


If the person offeriug to vote is chal- 


lenged on the ground that he is not a resi- 
dent of the ward in which he offers to vote, 
one of the inspectors tenders to such per- 
son the following first oath or affirmation : 
see. 34, same chap.: " You do swear (or 
affirm) that you will f u l l and truly answer 
all such questions as shall be put to you 
touching your place of residsnce and qual- 
ification as an elector of this election," af- 
ter which the inspectors,or any one of them, 
shall put to such person four tnuuiuratc-d 
question, and by the same auction the in- 
spectors have the right and uud •' ahull put 
all other questions to the person challenged 
under the head aforesaid," namely, whether 
or not he is or net a resident of acid ward, 
as may be necessary to test his qiialiftvalion 
as an elector at that election; and one of the 
four enumerated questions is, " Did you 
come here for a temporary purpose meiely, 
or for the purpose of making it your home?" 
Section 30 of same chap, reads as follows:- 
"If the challenge be not withdrawn after 
the person offering to vote shall have an- 
swered the questions asjaforesaid,one of the 
inspectors shall tender to him the following 
oath," in which he is required to swear that 
he is twenty-one years of age, that he is a 
citizen of the United States, or has declar- 
ed his intention to become such, that he 
has resided in the state one year next pre- 
ceding the election, that he is now a resi- 
dent of the ward, (under the above defini- 
tion,) etc., efc. 


Now it is said by some, and who have an 


interest to subserve, if the person offering 
to vote gives such answers to the questions 
propounded to him under the first oath, 
aa shall at once convince the inspectors that 
he is entirely unqualified to vote, they are, 
nevertheless,bound to administer the second 
oath, if he is willing to take it, and if such 
person takes it, his rrile must be received, 
and the remedy is to gut him indicted for 
perjury. 
If this bo true, whence the neces- 


sity of the first oath ? 
Whence the neces- 


sity of putting any questions to the person 
offeriug to vote ? Whence the necessity of 
having the above ru'es to " govern the in- 
spector of election in detenniiiini/ the resi- 
dence of a person offering 
lo vote?" when 


the inspectors have no discretion so long as 


the person offering to Tote merely answers 
the questions,it being immaterial what kind 
of answers are given, and merely takes the 
oath ? 
Why not administer the, second 


oath at once, as it contains all the qualifi- 
cations of a voter, and the inspectors are 
not bound to enlighten the person desiring; 
to vote as to what constitutes a residence. 
This position makes the whole proceedings 
down to the taking of the second oath a 
mere farce, except where the person offer- 
ing to vote refuses to answer any question 
relevant to his qualification, and givns the 
inspectors no power whatever ia determin- 
ing the residence of such person ; and tho' 
there is no express law pro nor con upon the 
subject, yet it is very clear that it was the 
intention of the legislature to make the in- 
spectors for the time being, judges of the 
election, and that after having tendered the 
first oath, and put the nsual questions 
which follow, and having tendered the sec- 
ond oath, and become convinced that the 
person offering to vote is unqualified to 
vote, they can refuse to recognise him as a 
rightful voter, and reject his vote. 


While there are some provisions of law 


indicating that the inspectors must receive 
the vote, if the person offering to vote shall 
have taken the second oath, though they 
believe such person to be unqualified to 
vote, 
there are other provisions of law 


leaving the matter in great doubt; but the 
subject is settled beyond any question by 
the law prescribing the duties of inspectors 
of election, and the penalties for the non- 
performance of those duties. In sec. 42 of 
chap. 1G9 of the Revised Statutes may be 
found the following language : "If any in- 
spector shall knowingly receive or sanction 
the reception of a vote from any person not 
having all the qualifications of an elector, 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* he shall, on convic- 


tion thereof, be imprisoned in the state 
prison, and kept at Lard labor, not more 
than five years nor less than one year, or 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars nor less than one hundred dol- 
lars." Now, the inspectors, afterjhaving ad- 
ministered the two oaths, and examined 
properly the person offering to vote, and 
become convinced from thejanswers of such 
person that he is unqualified to vote, are 
bound to reject his vote, or render them- 
selves liable to the above penally. While 
for refusing to take such vote, under such 
circumstances, there is no penalty in tho 
law whatever. 
The only sale course, then, 


for the inspectors to pursue is, to reject all 
ballots when they are convinced that the 
persons offering to vote them are unquali- 
fied to vote. 


Such is the practice, and any other con- 


struction than this is inconsistent with the 
provisions of law, justice, reason and com- 
mon sense. 
Nor is a single soldier tr be 


deprived of his vote. They of all others 
shoald have the right to vote. 
Every 


one of them can vote by going back 
to his residence which he had at the 
time of enlisting, and which he can re- 
tain until the end of the war, and which is 
settled by sec. 4 of article 3 of the constitu- 
tion of Wisconsin, which section reads as 
follows : " No person shall be deemed to 
have lost hia residence in this state by rea- 
son of his absence on business ofthe United 
.States, or of this state." 


The penalty for voting iu a ward in 


which one is not a resident is imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding six months! 
and the penalty for procuring, aiding, as- 
sisting, counseling or advising another to 
give such vote, is a fine not-exceeding five 
hundred dollars, and imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding six months. The 
penalty for perjury at electiona is imprison- 
ment in the state prison not more than five 
years nor less than two years. 
Some sol- 


diers have the belief that while they are in 
the military service, they are without, be- 
yond aud abova all law, except military 


law. 
This is a serious mistake. 
They are 


just as liable to prosecution for a vialation 
of the laws of the state, and just as amena- 
ble to those laws, as any other class of per- 
sons in our community. 


In reply to the constitutional argument of 


those who are opposed to all law when it is 
against their own interest, and who are 
con- 


tinually hid and lost within the constitution, 
that the'above provisions regulating the res- 
idence of voters, are inconsistent with the 
constitution., I would say that these provis 
ions are the law of our state, and will re- 
main so until they are decided to be uncon- 
stitutional by the supreme court of Wiscon- 


sin; that, the inspectors are to be governed 
by them, have no discretion in the matter 
as to their constitutionality, and for a wil- 
ful violation of them would render them- 
selves liable to the severest penalties of the 


law. 


For one, I am decidedly and strenuously 


opposed to all persons voting in the city of 
Janesville at our coming election, whose 
'•' habitation ia not fixed " in this city, and 
"who have a present intention of removing 
therefrom," and who are "here for tem- 
porary purposes merely," believing that the 
people of Janesville are capable of doing 
their own voting. The penalties for illegal 
voting, or perjury, are heavy. The safety in 
a free government consists in the purity of 
the ballot-box, and this community will 
not permit its desecration with impunity.

Extract of a letter frum one of the Wis. 


cansin volunteers to hia mother iu Janea- 
ville, dated Pilot Knob, Oct. 26th, 18G1: 


DEAR MOTHER :—I received your letter 


at Fredericktown, whore we had the battle, 
and it gave me much pleasure to hear from 
you. Oar trip has been, a hard one. We 
have routed the rebels pretty well. 
They 


burned the bridge at Big river the day be- 
fore we got there. 
Wo took ten prisoners 


and five horses, an.d ten kegs of .powder, 
which,, they bad bid in the woods. 


The battle at Prcdericktown was the hard- 


est one for the time on record. I must tell 
you how it commenced. We went into the 
town where they were encamped. 
They 


had loft on the morning of tho same day,, 
so the people told OK, and gone to Little 
Rock, while at the same time they laid in a 
cornfield about half a mite: distant. 
But 


there waa a black friend who told us where 
they were. The same day they ware rein- 
foraed by 1,500 troopa from Mississippi, 
calling themselves Lincoln's Poisoners.— 
They immediately formed In line of battle. 
I think onr bora killed 60 of them, when 
the cavalry took aftSr them, cutting them 
all to pieces. Tbey laid in piles,; some on 
the fences; one of them laid on the ground 
two days with his braina blowed out, and 
was breathing when we came away. 
Tbey 


have no uniform and the poorest of clothes. 
Tbera guns were old things picked up any- 
where; no blankets, and dirty aa hogs. 
Those that lay on the field all night were 
eaten by hogs; Upon the whole it waa the 
most God-forsaken place I ever saw in my 
jife. One boy found hia cousin shot in the 
log,, and flat down by him ; he told us when 
he saw the star* and stripes he could not 
•hoot.-' He nays he will not shoot another 
gun anyway.

On the 1 1th day of August last, Gen. hyon'i 
gallant little band of heroes, unsushiined 
in their, heroic deeds at Wilson's Ore? k, un- 
willingly and regretfully left Springfii'M to 
.the not very tender mercies of tbe rebel 
army. 
Hundreds of bonest citizens who 


had valiantly dpiie their duty in defending 
their country and thai? hearthstones, were 
now obliged to take a hasty adieu of their 
families, and tear themselves away to re- 
turn — when, tho Lord only knew. Many 
families, 'fearful of the perils and the annoy- 
ances of a sojourn in the city when in the 
hands of tbe enemy, hastily gathered to- 
gether a few of their household goods, and 
joined in the general rout, which, among 
the citizens of the place, the retirement 
gradually ^assumed.

beasts, and their property plumhiul utid 
destroyed. Springfield has ever beert a 
loyal town, and perhaps in no city of ttie 
state has there from tb.e first beat more 
honest manly Union-loving hearts than in 
the pleasant httlo capital of tbe Southwest. 
Under these circuniata,ncea, with friends 
and relatives scattered to the four winds, 
it can be imagined how lingiugly and bow 
wistfully Lavo the people of Springfield 
looked forward to the day when the old 
Hag they all loved* so well should a^am 
wave over them, and when old friends nnd 
relatives, long banished, should again aa- 
Hemble about the familiar haunts. 


They have all been confident that the hour 


would come, and have patiently bided their 
time. Fremont's army to them was an ar- 
my of deliverance, indeed. 
With whul anx- 


ious longings had they listened to every ru- 
mor of its progress. 
On Monday night lint, 


giowing confident of its near approach, 
some of tbe bold spirits of the place hoist 
t'd the stars and stripes on the court house, 
held as the town was by the rebels. It 
came near costing sorno of them tbeir lives, 
which, w«re ouly saved* by a night flight 
from town ; but it showed the spirit which 
animated the people, »nd was but the fore- 
runner of what actually did occur, fur nil 
time, four days subsequently.

— A correspondent of the New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce, who was on board the 
steamer Richmond when it was attacked at 
the Mississippi Passes by Hoi) ins' fleet, 
writes: 


I havo heard the moat glowing descrip- 


tions of battles, and my imagination has 
very often presented to me pictures so viv- 
id that I thought they exceeded reality ; 
but I am convinced that the terrible excite- 
ment and'absorbing interest, tho bursting 
shell and flying splinters, the enthusiasm 
and huzzas of the men, defy human powar 
to describe. The man that says he felt no 
fear or trembling for the first few «bots in 
an action, you may stamp as a coward. As 
for myself, I never had auch a sensation — 
nothing so terrible. 
After each discharge 


from a gun, all the crew (oflicers included) 
except the loader, sponger and powderman, 
fall flat on their stomachs, thus avoiding 
the shell that may happen to strike on deck, 
for, 
in bursting, the splinters have a ten- 


dency to fly upward. It is laughable to see 
them all go down at once; but I ran as- 
sure it is n very pleasant sensation to even 
think one's self out of the way of these ter- 
rible splinters. I would much prefer beiug 
shot away by a solid ball than to he man- 
gled by one of these ugly missels, 


So much for my first sensation in battle. 


Although I h,ivp been under a fire of mus- 
ketry, (in one of onr boat expeditions two

The Right of Soldiers to Vote. 


MESSRS. EDITORS :—Have the soldiers 


here the right to vote at the election to be 
held in this city on next Tuesday ? seems 
to be the question in the minds of many at 
present, and as it is a question of consider- 
able importance to our citizens at this time, 
it is eminently just that the public should 
have a correct answer, whether it is to be 
found in the following or not. 


Here are some of the provisions of law 


on the subject, premising, however, that so 
far as the volunteers iu our state are con- 
cerned, and their right to- vote, they are 
governed by the same laws by which the 
rest of our community are governed. Re- 
vised Statutes of Wisconsin of 1858, Chap. 
7, Sec. 30: 


The inspectors of election in determining 


the residence of a person offering to vote, 
shall be governed by the following rules, as 
far as they may be applicable: 
" First. That place shall be considered 


and held to be the residence of a person, 
in which his habitation is fixed, without 
any present intention of removing there- 
from, and to which whenever he is absent 
he has the intention of returning. 


Second. A person shall not be consider- 


ed or held to have lost his residence, who 
shall leave his home and go into another 
state, or county, town, or ward of this state, 
for temporary purposes merely, with an in 
tention of returning. 


Third. A person shall not be considered 


to have gained a residence in any county, 
town, or ward of this state into which he 
shall have come for temporary purposes 
merely. 


Sixth. The place where a married man's 


family resides shall generally be considered 
and held to be his residence ; but if it is a 
place of temporary establishment for his 
family or for transient objects, it shall be 
otherwise. 


Eighth. The mere intention to acquire a 


new residence without the fact of removal, 
shall avail nothing, neither shall the fact ol 
removal without the intention." 


As to those soldiers who enlisted from 


this city, and who immediately prior to 
their enlistment had their " habitation fix 
ed " iu this place, " without any present in- 
tention of removing therefrom," '' aud to 
which whenever absent they have the in- 
tention of returning," there can be no ques- 
tion about their right to vote. But as to 
those who have come to this city for the 
sole purpose of enlisting, and as to those 
who have come from different portions of 
the county, and from an adjoining county, 
iu companies or in parts o( companies, for 
the purpose of going into Camp Tredway, 
the case is very different, and the position 
is'conclusive from the above provisions that 
they have no right to vote iu thi.-f city at 
our coming election, as they are here " for 
temporary purposes merely." 


It is conceded by some that soldiers here, 


who are married men, aud have their fami- 
lies in other parts of the county, or in ad- 
joining counties, have no right to vote iu 
this city, but it is claimed that soldiers here, 
who are single men, and who have come 
rom out of the city, acquire a residence 
aere by merely remaining in camp. In or- 
der to discover the fallacy of this position, 
t is only necessary to refer to the above 
provisions of the statute which fix and de- 
termine what constitutes the residence of 
a person, be he single or married. 
His 


residence is the place " in which his habi- 
tation is fixed, without any present inten- 
tion of removing therefrom, and to which 
whenever he is .absent he has the intention 
of returning." 


Will any one contend that the unmarried 


soldiers, rendezvousing in this city, have no 


present intention of removing therefrom?" 


or that they have an " intention" when 
they shall have gone to the war, aud com- 
pleted their term of service, " to return" to 
lamp Tredway and the different armories 


in this city? 
Again, the above statutes 


provide that no person can gain a residence 
in this city who is here 'for temporary purpo- 
ses merely." Now will any one claim that 
such soldiers are not here " for temporary 
purposes merely ?" 
The soldier's home is 


with his family or friends, alas! too often 
on the battle field, but never in the recruit- 
ing office or camp. 


If the person offering to vote is chal- 


lenged on the ground that he is not a resi- 
dent of the ward in which he offers to vote, 
one of the inspectors tenders to such per- 
son the following first oath or affirmation : 
sec. 34, same chap.: " You do swear (or 
affirm) that vou will full and truly answer 
all such questions as shall be put to you 
touching your place of residence and qual- 
ification as an eleotor of this election," af 
ter which the inspectors,or any uiiu of them, 
shall put to such person four emitnurati-d 
question, and by the same suction the in- 
spectors have the right and aud •' shall put 
all other questions to the person challenged 
under the head aforesaid," namely, whether 
or not he is or net a resident of stid ward, 
as may be necessary to test his qualification 
as (in elector af that election; and one of the 
four enumerated questions is, " Did you 
come here for a temporary purpose merely, 
or for the purpose of making it your home?" 
Section 36 of same chap, reads as follows :• 
" If the challenge be not withdrawn after 
the perion offering to vote shall have an- 
swered the questions asjaforesaid,one of the 
inspectors shall tender to him the following 
oath," in which he is required to swear that 
he is twenty-one years of age, that he is a 
citizen of the United States, or has declar 
ed his intention to become such, that he 
has resided in the state one year next pre- 
ceding the election, that he is now a resi- 
dent of the ward, (under the above defini- 
tion,) etc., etc. 


Now it is said by some, and who have an 


interest to subserve, if the person offering 
to vote gives such answers to the questions 
propounded to him under the first oath, 
as shall at once convince the inspectors that 
he is entirely unqualified to vote, they are, 
nevertheless.bound to administer the second 
oath, if he is willing to take it, and if such 
person takes it, his rr>fc must be rereired, 
and the remedy is to get him indicted for 
perjury. 
If this b« true, whence the neces- 


sity of the first oath ? Whence the neces- 
sity of putting any questions to the person 
offering to vote ? Whence the necessity of 
having the above rn'es to "govern the in- 
spector of election in determinin;/ the resi- 
dence of a person offeiiiig 
to vote ?" when 


the inspectors have no discretion so long as 


the person offering to vote merely answers 
the questions,it being immaterial what kind 
of answers are given, and merely lakes the 
oath ? 
Why not administer the second 


oath at once, as it contains all the qualifi- 
cations of a voter, and the inspectoJs are 
not bound to enlighten the person desiring 
to vote as to what constitutes a residence. 
This position makes the whole proceedings 
down to the taking of the second oath a 
mere farce, except where the person offer- 
ing to vote refuses to answer any question 
relevant to his qualification, and gives the 
inspectors no power whatever in determin- 
ing the residence of such person; and tho' 
there is no express law pro uorcon upon the 
subject, yet it is very clear that it was the 
intention of the legislature to make the in- 
spectors for the time being, judges of the 
election, and that after having tendered the 
first oath, and put the usual questions 
which follow, and having tendered the sec- 
ond oath, and become convinced that the 
person offering to vote is unqualified to 
vote, they can refuse to recognise him as a 
rightful voter, and reject his vote. 


While there are some provisions of law 


indicating that the inspectors must receive 
the vote, if the person offering to vote shall 
have taken the second oath, though they 
believe such person to be unqualified to 
vote, 
there are other provisions of law 


leaving the matter in great doubt; but the 
subject is settled beyond any question by 
the law prescribing the duties of inspectors 
of election, and the penalties for the non- 
performance of those duties. In sec. 42 of 
chap. 1C9 of the Revised Statutes may be 
found the following language : "If any in- 
spector shall knowingly receive or sanction 
the reception of a vote from any person not 
having all the qualifications of an elector, 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* h e shall, o n convic- 


tion thereof, be imprisoned in the state 
prison, and kept at Lard labor, not more 
than five years nor less than one year, or 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars nor less than one hundred dol- 
lars." Now, the inspectors, afterjhaving ad- 
ministered the two oaths, aud examined 
properly the person offering to vote, aud 
become convinced from thejanswers of siit-h 
person that he is unqualified to vote, are 
bound to reject his vote, or render them- 
selves liable to the above penalty. While 
for refusing to take such vote, under such 
circumstances, there is no penalty in the 
law whatever. The ouly safe course, then, 
for the inspectors to pursue is, to reject all 
ballots when they are convinced that the 
persons offering to vote them are unquali- 
fied to vote. 


Such is the practice, and any other con- 


struction than this is inconsistent with tho 
provisions of law, justice, reason and com- 
mon sense. 
Nor is a single soldier to be 


deprived of his vote. They of all others 
should have the right to vote. 
Even- 


one of them can vote by going back 
to his residence which he had at the 
time of enlisting, and which he can re- 
tain until the end of the war, and which is 
settled by sec. 4 of article 3 of the constitu- 
tion of Wisconsin, which section reads as 
follows : " No person shall be deemed to 
have lost his residence in this state by rea- 
son of his absence on business of the United 
States, or of this state." 


The penalty for voting in a ward in 


which one is not a resident is imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding six months' 
and the penalty for procuring, aiding, as- 
sisting, counseling or advising another to 
give such vote, is a fine not-exceeding five 
hundred dollars, and imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding six months. The 
penalty for perjury at electiona is imprison- 
ment in the state prison not more than five 
years nor less than two years. 
Some sol- 


diers have the belief that while they are in 
the military service, they are without, be- 
yond and abovo all law, except military 
law. This is a serious mistake. They are 
just as liable to prosecution for a vialation 
of the laws of the state, aud just as amena- 
ble to those laws, as any other class of per- 
sons in our community. 


In reply to the constitutional argument of 


those who are opposed to all law when it is 
against their own interest, and who are con 
titmally hid and lost within the constitution, 
tbat the'above provisions regulnliug the res- 
idence of voters, are inconsistent with lh« 
constitution, I would say that these provisr 
ions are the law of our state, and will re- 
main so until they are decided to be uncon- 
stitutional by the supreme court of Wiscon- 
sin; that, the inspectors are to be governed 
by them, have no discretion ii: the mutter 
as to their constitutionality, and for a wil- 
ful violation of them would render them- 
selves liable to the severest penalties of the 
law. 


For one, I am decidedly and strenuously 


opposed to all persons voting in the city ol 
.lanesville at our coming election, whose 
'• habitation is not fixed" in this city, and 
"who have a present intention of removing 
therefrom," and who are "here for tem- 
porary purposes merely," believing that the 
people of Janesville are capable of doing 
their own voting. The penalties for illegal 
voting, or perjury, are heavy. The safely in 
a free government consists in the purity of 
the ballot-box, and this community will 
not permit its desecration with impunity.

English steamers, which carry the mails of 
Mexico and the West Indies.
